And it has been stated by the Officers of that Revenue, that it is 
a common practice for the Masters of Coasting Vessels to clear out for Ports of England, and eventually to 
proceed with the whole or part of their eargoes to Ports of Scotland or Ireland. 

This practice, which ma)' be adopted without any infringement of the law by which the coasting trade is governed, 
renders the present Return of necessity an imperfect one.
